Nurses Satisfied ; 
With Their New Law 


MIAMI—With the signing of the 
Nurse Practice Bill by Governor 
| Warren who’ termed it a.“worthy 
bill,” the Florida State Nurses As- 
Sociation and the Licensed Practi- 
cal Nurse Association of Florida 
| brought to a successful close their ` 

fight’ in the 1951 legislature for a 
| better law, regulating the practice 
| of professional and practical nurs- 
jing. - 

Effective immediately the law 
requires all professional and prac- 
; tical nurses in this to be licensed. 
| Practical nurses have until July 1, 

1952 to qualify for licensure with- 
lout examination, but should apply 
:| immediately. 
| Under the law, schools for the 
training of practical nurses will be 
| required in order to operate to be 
| accredited by the Board of Nurse 
| Registration and Nuring Éduca- 
| tion, formerly known as the Board 
of Examiners for Nurses. 

Florida ‘should .consider itself 
fortunate in’ being able to over- 
come the highpowered opposition 
‘amd adverse publicity given this 
bill by an out-of-state correspònd- 
nce school of nursing. Other states 
with similar good legislation have 
credited. their defeat to opposition 
from this source.
